If you have enough screw-top 
jars, fill them to the very brim, 
cover with foil and screw on the 
tops. Remember to open them 
carefully! 


Other people like to hammer 


on the paint can's top tightly, 
then simply turn it upside down 
for storing. Still another method 
is to cut a circle of foil slightly 
larger than the paint can's 
diameter, and carefully smooth 
it directly on the top of the 
leftover paint, sealing out any 
air.

Improved Rayons Vie 
With Miracle Fabrics 


Rayon, the first manmade fi- 


ber, is acquiring a new image 
in the textile world. No longer 
does the consumer need to 
identify rayon with a list of un- 
desirable characteristics. 


Rayon has changed, mostly 


due to market competition with 
other synthetics. As each new 
fiber has been developed, tex- 
tile chemists and technologists 
have learned new and improv- 
ed methods of processing. And 
they've applied these 
better 


techniques to rayon making. 


A big limitation of "the old 


rayon" was its lack of strength, 
especially when wet. Other un- 
wanted but ever-present fea- 
tures were a metallic luster, 
high moisture absorption and 
excessive wrinkling. By taking 
up water, the fibers 
would 


swell, become weakened and 
elongated. Because rayon could 
not be sanforized, laundering 
meant inescapable shrinkage. 


Early Efforts 


An early improvement in the 


rayon industry overcame the 
problem of low wet strength. A 
teat stretching process 
was 


used to straighten out the mole- 
cules and make them run par- 
allel with the fibers. High te- 
nacity rayons, as they are call- 
ed, are thus much stronger 
than their predecessors which 
lad molecules arranged in hay- 
stack fashion. 


Fortisan, one of the strongest 


fibers known, was the first high 
tenacity rayon. While it's used 
mostly in industry, 
Fortisan 


also goes into blends for cur- 
tains and draperies. Another 
rayon of this type is Avron. 
It's well suited for blends with 
nylon and polyesters. 


Cross-Linked 


To overcome rayon's next big 


shortcoming — shrinkage — 
manufacturers developed cross- 
linked rayons. One of these 
fibers, Corval, is often combin- 
ed with acrylics, polyesters and 
wool to give a fabric a soft,

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee resumes today its inves- 
tigation of the Pentagon plan to 
reorganize the Army Reserve. 


Secretary of Defense Robert 


S. McNamara 
has 
proposed 


merging the Reserve into the 
National Guard. He also would 
reduce their combined author- 
ized strength from 700,000 to 
575.000.

minent because of the situation 
in Viet Nam, McNamara said 
there was no contradiction be- 
tween a callup and a further 
reorganization of the Reserves 
and National Guard "to in- 
crease combat readiness of the 
remaining units."

Fish Fossils Finally Arrive in Op Art World 


By JERRY BUCK 


NEW YORK (AP) - Painters 


of soup cans and sculptors of 
smashed automobiles had best 
look to their innovations — the 
fossil fish has arrived. 


This newest thing in art is the 


brainchild of a New York stock- 
broker, Joseph S. Clark Jr., 36, 
son of the Pennsylvania senator. 


The fossil fish was a long time 


reaching the market Clark, an 
amateur geologist, figures they 
may be as old as 62 million 
years. His interest in geology 


led him to discovery of the 
aesthetic value of fossils. 


The reddish fossils, embedded 


in slabs of creamy limestone, 


I are hung on the wall like pic- 
tures The delicate skeleton of 
the fish appears to have been 
sculpted. 


High Price 


"The fossils are op art," said 


Clark, who noted that op art, or 
optical art, leans heavily on na- 
turalistic objects. 


The fish command a price of 


$100 to $1.700, depending on size. 
Most are only a few inches long, 


but a seven-foot alligator far- 
fish now being prepared is ex 
pected to bring up to $30,000 


The fossils come from the 


Green River basin in southwest- 
ern Wyoming, where Clark's 
partner, Carl J. Ulrich of Kern- 
mere, Wyo., digs up the lime- 
stone slabs and readies them for 
shipment. The partnership is 
named, appropriately, the Pes- 
cadora Co. 


Clark sells the fossils from his 


apartment. His wife. Felicia, 
handles the business end of the 
partnership. 


His association with fowl! art 


began last July. 


Driving from the Grand Te- 


ton» in Wyoming, to Denver, 
Colo., with his wife and four 
children Clark happened onto a 
desert trail called Fossil Road. 


"We decided to take it and the 


road led us several 
miles 


through the desert to a mesa, 
perhaps 600 or 700 feet high," 
Clark said. "The road turned 
almost into a gully and after 
some nerve-wracking near falls 
we reached the summit. 


"We spent several hours, dig- 


fine and'found a Amber of 
small reddish fossils resembling: 
guppies,' he said. 


Later in the day they drove 


Into Kemmerer, where virtually 
the entire population of 900 
milled around a carrousel in the 
square. Running the carrousel 
was a tall, sandy-haired man he 
soon discovered to be Ulrich. 


Studio Collection 


Ulrich took him to his studio 


and Clark said, "as he opened 
the door and I saw his beautiful 
collection, the idea of selling 
them as op art occurred to me." 


Clark said he was struck by 


the resemblance of the fossils to 
the cave paintings at Lascaux, 
France, and'Altamira.Spain.

WASHINGTON (AP) - So 


long as man is alive on earth he 
can never forget two things that 
came, years apart, in the first 
week in August: a note and a 
flash. 


Ever since he has known that 


if he is stupid enough there will 
be another flash some time, not 
to see by but to die by. 


It was 26 years ago today — 


Aug. 2, 1939 - that the world's 
most famous scientist, Albert 
Einstein, wrote a note to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
saying: It might be possible to 
make an atomic bomb. 


Then the kindly Einstein, a 


pacifist, added a frightening 
note. He said the Nazis were 
already at work on the project. 
Roosevelt's response: 
"This 


requires action." It took six 
years to make the bomb. 


Hiroshima Destroyed 


Twenty years ago this week — 


Aug. 6, 1945 — a B29 superfor- 
tress flew over the Japanese 
city of Hiroshima at 9-15 a.m. 
and dropped a bomb called 
"The Lean Boy." The city went 
up in flash and smoke. 


President Harry S Truman 


got the word that day coming 
back from the Potsdam Confer- 
ence on the heavy cruiser Au- 
gusta and he told a group of 
sailors around him- "This is the 
greatest thing in history." 


'The Japanese bumbled about 


surrender and on Aug. 9, 1945, 
another bomb, this one called 
"The Fat Boy," was dropped on 
Nagasaki. The world has never 
been the same since. 


Nearly 80,000 people were 


killed in Hiroshima, 35,000 in 
Nagasaki. Over 70,000 were in- 
jured in both cities, thousands 
were doomed to lingering, agon- 
izing illness. Other thousands 
were missing. 


The Vatican newspaper L'Os- 


servatore Romano, said "this 
incredible, destructive instru- 
ment remains a temptation for 
posterity." And it has been ever 
since. 


The United Nations, quickly 


realizing what the world was up 
against, in January 1946 created 
its Atomic Energy Commission 
to find some way to control 
what had been let loose. 


Six months later, on June 14, 


1946, Bernard M. Banich, U.S. 
representative to the commis- 
sion, told it: "My fellow citizens 
of the world. We are here to 
make a choice between the 
quick and the dead. If we fail. 
then we have damned every 
man to be a slave of fear." 


The commission failed. The 


United States proposed an inter- 
national commission to control 
atomic energy with unrestricted 
right to inspect all nations to 
prevent cheating. The Russians 
wanted an international agree- 
ment to abandon atomic war- 
fare, but without inspection. The 
race was on. 


On Sept. 23. 1949. Truman an- 


nounced Russia's first atomic 
blast. To keep ahead, the United 
States went farther and on Nov. 
1, 1952, exploded its first hydro- 
gen device. Russia caught up 
with this on Aug. 21, 1953. 


Both sides were busy, busy to 


find a better and faster way to 
deliver the bomb. They devel- 
oped intercontinental ballistic 
missiles, of which the United 
States has more than 750. While 
Russia may have fewer, it has 
enough to lay the United States 
in ruins if they reached their 
targets. 


Both went farther and endan- 


gered the world by testing in the 
atmosphere.

and just test underground. Both

The bill which passed the Wisconsin 


Senate and Assembly which would give 
control of the Coordinating Committee for 
Higher Education to appointees not on the 
boards of various higher educational sys- 
tems in the state is a itep in the right di- 
rection. 


The CCHE as it now exists was a com- 


promise, aimed at unifying higher educa- 
tional programs and facilities and their 
operation in Wisconsin. Fears of loss of 
prestige by the University of Wisconsin 
prevented the creation of a board with full 
authority. But in almost a decade and a 
half since the CCHE was created, the en- 
rollments at the University, the state un- 
iversities, formerly the state colleges, and 
more recenty the vocational and technical 
tchools have skyrocketed. There really is 
no reason at all for the continued com- 
petition among the agencies as far as ap- 
pealing for students is concerned. But the 
undercover struggle for authority over the 
proposed new universities in the state 
has indicated that it still goes on. In part 
It is empire building, but it is a conflict 
the state can ill afford at a time when we 
are only beginning to witness the crisis of 
jam-packed schools at every level of high- 
er education. 


The bill provide* for continued repre- 


sentation of the varioui system* on the 
CCHE but control will rest with "civil- 
ians," who are not already on boards of 
control of the systems. In general most 
CCHE members have worked hard at look- 
ing at proposed programs and the ear- 
marking of funds objectively. But since all 
systems want more money than the legis- 
lature—or for that matter the taxpayers 
in Wisconsin — can provide, there are 
bound to be pressures for the officials of 
the various systems and most naturally 
upon the regents or board members of 
their particular systems. "Civilians" should 
be able to resist such pressures a little 
more easily. 


Certainly in the long run a single board 


of authority over all higher education in 
the state would be more efficient than the 
present compromise. However, this does 
present probems of immense size, most 
dramatically indicated on campuses out- 
side of Wisconsin by a breakdown in com- 
munication among administration, faculty 
and students. Perhaps the best solution is 
for separate systems as now exist but with 
overall authority in a single board as ob- 
jectively composed as possible.

Men have the right to a public trial and the right to know what happens in 


courtrooms. These are rights written into the Constitution and affirmed by the 
Supreme Court in 1829 when Mr. Justice Bagley wrote: "It is one of the essential 
qualities of a court of justice that its proceedings should be public." 


The light of publicity reveals much that would otherwise flourish foully in 


the dark. It is the bright white light which searches out the dark corners of abuses 
wherever they may occur.
